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Utah College 
Says Students 
Were Spies 

PROVO, Utah, March 14 
(UPI) — The existence of a 
student “spy ring” last spring 
at Brigham Young University 
was confirmed today by Dr. 
Ernest L. Wilkinson, school 
president. 

In a statement addressed to 
the BYU faculty, Wilkinson 
admitted the basic truth of 
the charges leveled by two 
students, but added they con- 
tained “misinformation.” 

The charges were made Feb. 
23 at a student forum by Ro- 
nald Hankin, 24, a political 
science major from Hialeah, 
Fla., and Colleen Stone, 21, 
whose home is in Texas. 

They said a group of 
students had been instructed 
to .report the reaction of cer- 
tain so-called “liberal” faculty 
members to a speech given 
last April by Dr. Wilkinson on 
free enterprise and the Ameri- 
can way of life. 

“Although there is misin- 
formation in the charges,” 
Wilkinson said, “there was 
such a group, reports were 
made and the students were , 
under the impression they 
were acting with the sanction 
of the Administration.” 

When the charges were first 
made, the BYU Adminis- 
tration said the students were 
“misinformed.” This triggered 
a request from the local chap- 
ter of the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors 
for an investigation.
